Longer ago than that the King of Spain con- 
veyed this tract of country to the ancestors of 
Don Antonio Ansunsola, where it had re- 
mained and descended from generation to gen- 
eration until the present time. More than 
1,000 people, as tenants, are living upon this 
soil and growing corn and coffee and wheat in 
me valleys, and sheep and cattle in the mount- 

ns. | 
For the statement that there is no piace on 
the continent where butter-making pays so well 
as in Colorado, the Denver Live-Stock Reeord is 
responsible, as also for the assertion that ** last 
year butter ruled from 28 to 45 cents the year 
through. This year at the middie of May it 
was worth in the Denver market 30 cents, while 
in Chicago a fair article went begging for 10. 
At Des Moines, in Lowa, it was worth eight, at 
Omaha 12, and at Kansas City 15."" Itis just 
such butter as that which sold for 10 cents per 
pound in Chicago which has driven people to 
prefer ocleomargarine to such stuff made from 
the milk of cows and quoted as genuine butter. 
Oleomargarine, butterine, suene—anything or 
nothing—is better than such slush. 


The North British Agrtculturist comments ap- 
proving!ly on the Animals Industries bill which 


was passed recently by Oongress, but it adds: 
** The bill, It is to be hoped, will be made sufii- 
ciently comprehensive. Besides pleuro-pneu- 
monia, foot-and-mouth disease, and cattle 
plague, it should take cognizance of glanders, 
which is too prevalent both amongst horses 
and mules: hog-cholera, which for years has 
been causing serious losses and is now common 
in Southern Missouri and other Southern 
States; sheep-pox, aithough it has not yet, so 
far as we know, appeared in the Western 
world, shoulda be provided against; while re- 
pressive measures should also be enacted 
against scab, which in New Mexico and eise- 
where is supinely regarded as a necessary evil 
incident to sheep-keeping.”’ 

Entries for the great annual show of the 
Royal Agricultural Society of England give 
promise that the coming exhibition, which is to 
begin the 14th and close the 18th of July, will 


be the largest and best held in a number of 
years, with the exception of that held at Kil- 
burn in1879.

The mere thought of the yea ay 
and the dirty hands under which the stu 
passes on ite way from the farm-house to the 
consumer is too much for the appetste.of the 
average person who has seen or learned of the 
filthy practices common. Butter is one of the 
most delicate of ail articles of human food, but 
it isin too many cases bandied as though it 
was not ever ready to absorb a vile odor and 
dirt of any kind with which it may come into 
contact. 7 

Looking at this question from the consum- 
ers’ side it may be asked, Why should suet, 
tallow, or lard be more objectionabie in the 
guise of butter than they are when served in 
gravies, in pastry, or in any of the many forms 
in which those articles are served as food? If 
it be answered that they are not more objec- 
tionable if the materials used are from healthy 
animals, and are viean and fresh, then it re- 
mains to show that the processes of manufact- 
ure of bogus butter are such as to make the 
latter less fit for food than is the great mass of 
true butter; after it has lain in tubs, la, 
boxes, or crocks in stores, amid the — 
odors of codfish, bacon, tobaceo juice an 
smoke, and the thousand things which go to 
make the neglected stores so fragrant. 

‘All this applies to the common qualities of 
butter only. If the imitations of. butter affected 
these qualities only there would probably be 
comparatively littie complaint; certainly there 
would be little cause for grumbling by the 
consumers. But the market for butter of the 
higher qualities is, to some extent at least, kept 
down by the product of the oleomargarine fac- 
tories, and it must be clear to ali that the price 
of the fairly-good butter of the dairies is kept 
down materially by the competition of the imi- 
tation *“‘fine dairy,” or “pure country,” or 
* best creamery.” 


Beet Sugar 

Attention has been called lately to the beet- 
sugar industry by the publication of articles 
calculated to create a ** boom ’’ in the beet-grow- 
ing business, but it seems searcely likely that 
the movement will succeed in this country. In 
Nilinois it has been found that the soil has qual- 
ities which make sugar-beet growing unprofita- 
ble. Moreover, the manufacture of sugar and 
sirup from corn has raow become so firmly estab- 
lished that there is little hope that beet-sugar 
could ever be made to pay in face of such 
competition as it would meet from sorghum 
and from corn sugar. A Consular report from 
Great Britain presents something of interest 
on this subject when it says that the first brill- 
jiant results of bect-sugar manufacture in Ger- 
many Austria, backed as it was by Govern- 
ment/aid, have caused a large number of facto- 
ries to arise in the two countries, with the re- 
sult/of overstocking the market and threaten- 

crisis in this industry. The report says: 

Thirty-eight new factories have beeu started in 
Germany alone this year, and the production of the 
two countries bas more than trebied in four years. 
Then, in addition, through the depression in colo- 
nial sugars here, the lower grades bave fallen to 
two cents a pound wholesale, the smallest price op 
record, with better grades proportionately low. 
But, aside from these important commercial rea- 
sons militating against the success of this new en- 
terprise, Mr. King-Fordham points out that the 
manufacture of Continental beet-sugar is a bounty- 
supported industry, representing a premium of 
from $10 to $230 an acre under cultivation ip France 
and Germany, against which the British farmer 
would Be a powerless competitor under existing 
circumstances, and that itis yet to be shown that 
the English climate, with its deficient sunshine, is 
adapted to the production of the most saccharine- 
yielding roots, while, to cap the disadvantages, 
British labor is dearer than Continental, where fe- 
male help is efficient and cheap, and where the 
peasants are content with fare which English 
farm-laborers would not put up with. 

So long as makers of glucose in this country 
are willing and able to pay 20 cents per bushel 
for corn there is little Lkelibood that the beet- 
sugar business will grow largely in America, 
and certainly not in the West, for farmers will 
not be willing to grow beets at $5 per ton when 
corn, which is more easily grown, will bring 
from $8 to $16 per ton.

W. D. Boynton, in the Indiana Farmer, re- 
minds farmers that it is not a good plan to sow 
seed grown upon the home farm for many 
years in succession. A farmer living on a 
sandy loam should endeavor, he says, to e#x- 
change seed with one who lives on a clay soil, 
and vice versa. He can give no satisfactory ex- 
planation of the practice or why it benefits, but 
says that experience, that best of teachers, 
proves his position. 

It has for a long time been known that the 
color of growing flowers can be altered by 
simply mixing a little dyestuff with the mold in 
the flower-pot. No one, however, has hitherto 
thought of changing the color of flowers when 
out. A distinguished botanist has found that 
by simply soaking the stems of cut flowers ina 
weak dye solution their color can be altered at 
will without the perfume or richness being de- 
stroyed. Most beautiful effects are produced 
by preparing lakes. Singular to say, flowers 
refuse to absorb certain colors, while they dis- 
pose of others in different manners. If placed 
in a mixed solution they make a complete 
analysis, and some lilies which had been treated 
with purple showed distinct red and blue veins, 
the colors having been divided im the process 
of absorption. 

When Northern Ilinois was a new country, 
scme forty or fifty years ago, a settler named 
Minkler, of Kendall County, bought a lot of 
apple trees, which he planted with care. All 
died except a very few, but among those which 
lived was one which bore an apple that none 
were able to name. Years afterward Mr. Mink- 
ler presented specimens of the fruit to a pomo- 
logical society, and, as none of the experts 
there could say that he knew of any stock 
of apples exactiy like this, the society 
named the new variety the Minkler. June 3 
the writer saw specimens of this fruit in an ex- 
cellent state of preservation and of fine flavor. 
Mr. Henry an, of Du Page County, from 
whose farm fruit came, states that he is of 
the opinion that the apples kept better than 
they would have done hed his cellar not been a

Tue news of Bilaine’s nomination has 
created most intense enthusiasm on the Pa- 
cific coast. The newspaper offices at San 
Francisco were besieged by immense throngs, 
and when the bulletins announcing ‘the in- 
crease of Blaine’s vote were posted there was 
vociferous cheering. Processions were formed 
at once, tar-barrels were lighted, and banners 
flung to the breeze. Business was suspended 
and the whole city was given over to rejoi- 
cing. 
In every section of the country the nomina- 
tion of Blaine has been received with the 
greateSt enthusiasm. The people everywhere 
gave expression to their satisfaction by dem- 
onstrations, meetings, processions, and illu- 
minations. The news centres were besieged 
by eager crowds, and when word of Blaine’s 
nomination was received the air was rent 
with cheers. Not since Grant’s first nomina- 
tion has the action of the National Republican 
Convention given such complete and uni- 
versal satisfaction to the masses of the peo- 
ple. It is the literal truth to say that the 
people of the Northwest and of the Pacific 
Slope are wild with joy at the result of the 
Chicago Convention. In the Eastern States, 
in Ohio, Pennsylvania, and New York, the 
people are not less pleased and hardly less 
demonstrative. The nomination united the 
Republican party, and no doubt is now enter- 
tained of the success of the Republican ticket 
next November, no matter whom the Demo- 
crats may nominate. In another page we 
publish dispatches from all parts of the Na- 
tion detailing the expressions of joy and sat- 
isfaction of the people that their choice was 
also the choice of the great Republican Con- 
vention. 


BLAINE’S TRIUMPH. 

‘The nomination of James G. Blaine is the 
triumph of popular sentiment. His nomi- 
nation will be received with acclaim asa long- 
deferred tribute to his great abilities and 
eminent statesmanship, but it has a sig- 
nificance far beyond any personal considera- 
tions. It is an evidence that under the rules | 
and which govern the Republican 
party (of which district representation in the 
National Convention is the most essential) 

the popular will of the party cannot be de- 
feated. Blaine would have had an over- 
whelming majority of all the delegates from 
the start if the principle of district repre- 
sentation could have been carried ont in the 
Southern as fairly as in the Northern States. 
But in States where the Republican party 
has been practically snuffed out by Bourbon 
fraud and violence, and where the nucleus of 
organization is preserved by the Government 
officeholders who serve as delegates or send 
their proxies, it was impossible to obtain a 
fair reflection of the popular preference. It 
was due to this fact solely that Blaine’s nomi- 
nation was delayed till the fourth ballot. ‘The 
managers of other Presidential interests took 
advantage of this condition of things to make 
a desperate fight against the people’s choice. 
They manipulated the vast patronage of the 
Government; they distributed freely prom- 
ises of office; some of them resorted to covert 
threats of defection; it was even rumored 
that money was used to withhold votes from 
Blaine (which we hope was not true), but all 
was vain. The pressure of popular senti- 
ment was vigilant, and tireless, resist- 
less, and men gradually gave way before it 
who, for personal or factional reasons,/ would 
have persisted in defeating the pop will 
if they could safely have done so. This tri- 
umph of the masses is not only the surest 
sign of success in the election which it would 
be possible to have, but it is also a substan- 

tial promise of a long period of supremacy ‘to 
the Republican party, for the American peo- 

ple willalways be devoted to any political 

organization whose policy and affairs they 
can direct In spite of cabals or combinations 
among the politicians. 

No living American statesman ever filled 
the hearts of the people more completely 
than Blaine does. The martyrdom of 
Lincoln and Garfield has won for them 
@ peculiar veneration which no man in 
life can hope to attain, but Blaine has reached 
the highest place in public esteem.’ He is 
admired as the most brilliant statesman of 
his day; he is loved for his warm nature; 
his Ameritanism is so broad, bold, and spir- 
ited that it has won the applause of his po- 
litical opponents, ‘The elevation of such a 
man to the Chief Magistracy will be a matter 
of pride to every patriotic American citizen. 
The same universal admiration which pushed 
him into nomination will achiéve his elec- 
tion. 

If a plebiscite of the Republican party 
could have been ordered on the nomination, 
Blaine would have received 4,000,000 out of 
the 6,000,000 Republican votes against all 
other candidates. The opposition to him 
came from the shoulder-straps; the rank and 
file were nearly all for him, and it is the 
rank and file which furnish the votes on elec- 
tion«lay. The same popular sentiment which 
has nominated him will electhim. Any re- 
sentment among the politicians born of cha- 
grin just at this moment will vanish into 
thin air before the steady march of popular 
feeling. Noman who is at heart with the 
Republican party can hold out against the 
masses of the party. Those who have worked 
against Blaine will be influenced by the 
prompt and cordial tender of hearty support

ination of Garfield four years ago. 

Blaine, in addition to all his personal 
claims, is the legitimate suceessor to the 
popular confidence which Garfield’s brief Ad- 
ministration inspired. Blaine and Garfield 
were closely united in personal and political 
sympathy. Blaine, as Garfield’s Premier, 
was almost as conspicuous a figure as Gar- 
field himself, and he was the origimator of a 
continental American policy which was the 
most striking and brilliant. conception of 
Garfield’s Administration. Had Garfield 
lived neither Blaine nor his friends would 
have disputed his right to a renomination 
under the precedents which & suc- 
cessful and popular President with’ a second 
term; but Garfield’s death left Blaine his 
natural heir to the glory of his Administra- 
tion, Itis no reflection upon President Ar- 
thur that he was not able under. the circum- 
stances to capture the people from Blaine; it 
would have been strange if he could have 
done so, The people have chosen their 
leader and raised their banner. They will 
march on to victory under the Plumed Knight 
as surely and steadily as the Blaine army in 
the convention proceeded to the nomination, 
gathering new strength at every step. No 
Presidential candidate ever had a better as- 
surance of election than Blaine has today, un- 
less it was Gen. Jackson or Thomas Jeffer- 
son, . 


LOGAN FOR VICE-PRESIDENT. 

‘The nomination of Gen. John A. Logan 
for Vice-President with James G. Blaine as 
the candidate for President has made the Re- 
publican ticket of this year one of the strong- 
est the party has ever presented. The selec- 
tion has given the second place the 
dignity and importance with which it 
was in the early days 
of the Republic. The original practice 
was that the candidate who received the sec- 
ond highest number of Electoral votes was 
elected Vice-President, and during a long 
term of years the people were in the habit of 
taking up the Vice-President who had filled 
the position acceptably and electing him 
President. Of late years the second 
place on the Presidential tickets of 
beth parties has been awarded, on the 
ground of locality or to conciliate some 
faction, to a comparatively obscure person 
who would not have been considered for the 
first.place. The nomination of Gen, Logan is 
a notable departure from the later practice 
and a return to the earlier and better usages. 
Gen. Logan was a conspicuous candidate for 
the first place, and would undoubtedly 
have deyeloped great strength if he 
had been nominated for President. He 
is ® commanding figure in public 
life. The people will feel an abiding confi- 
dence that in case a vacancy in the Chief 
Magistracy shall occur during Blaine’s Ad- 
ministration the office will be administered 
with ability and in much the same spirit in 
which Blaine will superintend the affairs of 
the Nation. That should always be the first 
consideration in the selection of a candidate 
for Vice-President. Aside from this Gen. 
Logan will bring a tremendous personal 
strength to the campaign. No man who 
served in the Union army is more popular 
than he is with the old soldiers. He came 
out of the War with the reputation of the 
best volunteer General who served in it. He 
stands especially high with the Grand Army 
of the Republic. His personal valor, aside 
from his martial abilities, has command- 
ed the enthusiastic admiration of the 
soldier element, and his steadfast zeal in be 
half of the veterans upon every occasion, as 
well as his manly and consistent attitude in 
regard to Fitz John Porter’s case, insure a 
special effort among the Union soldiers for 
his election, 

Logan’s other qualifications are that he 
is a representative of the Stalwart 
faction of the party which opposed Mr. 
Biaine’s candidacy in 1880; and he 
is a typical Western man—a native of IIli- 
nois—who will bring out an enormous vote 
in all the Western States. The unanimity 
with which the nomination was conferred 
upon him, ineluding the great States of New 
York and Pennsylvania, must be peculiarly 
gratifying to him, and is a striking evidence 
of his strength. 


IS THE MOON INHABITED? 

An article is now going the rounds of the 
press purporting to describe the wonderful 
results obtained by phetography as recently 
directed to the moon. It is said that an en- 
larged picture has beén made on a scale cor- 
responding to about fifty-five and a half feet 
for the whole lunar diameter, and that this 
reveals unmistakable signs of conditions such 
as are produced on this earth by human effort, 
which warrants thé inference that the moon 
is inhabited, 

It is not necessary to criticise as absurd 
the method said te have been employed in 
obtaining this wonderful photograph. It is. 
sifficient to point! out that the picture, if 
made as alleged, would be on a scale of less 
than three-eighths of an inch to the mile for 
that part of the lunar surface which is most 
favorably situated, being the central portion 
of the disk. That is, an object must have a 
diameter of nearly | seven hundred feet in or- 
der to present a breadth of one millimeter, or 
the twenty-fifth part of an inch, on the pict- 
ure, already magnified to the utmost pitch 
compatible with distinctness, The study of 
such a photograph would scarcely afford 
valuable information in regard to the ques- 
tion whether or hot the moon is inhabited. 

It has often been said and written that our 
moon has no atmosphere. Strictly speaking, 
there is no good reason for this assertion. 
What is really known on the subject is that 


arayof light which ‘ grazes” the edge of | 


the moon on its passage from the sun or any 
other star to the earth is not subjected to 
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is within the sphere of 

impossible. But when we remember that on. 
this earth almost every perceived form of 
material entity seems to ig te made a means of 
sustaining or ministering to some kind of 
animation it appears unwise to assert that 
life is impossible on the lunar surface. We 
cannot assign a limit to the operations of 
Nature, whether we believe it subject to 


divine supervision and control or not. 


One of the most interesting links in the 
chain of inferences drawn from a study of 
the moon is this: She has been inhabited in 
the past, even if, she be not now. The 
shape of her surface indicates strongly that 
our nearest neighbor in the skies was once 
blessed with oceans the beds of which still 
stare usin the face, and are now called 
“seas” because they were mistaken for 
bodies of water by the earlier telescopi¢ ob- 
servers. Of course she then had an atmos- 
phere; or the water would not have staid 
there long enough to wash smooth the ocean 
floors as we see tliem today in sharp contrast 
with the rugged remains of yolcanic action 
which strew -other portions of her surface. 
There was then ample room for the display 
of vital phenomena on the moon, and per- 
chance the telescopes of the future may re- 
veal faint traces of some of the most durable 
results of united organized efforf in that re- 
mote past. Still the chances will appear to 
be very much against this, if we remember 
how rapidly the work of man goes to decay, 
an@ that probably hundreds of thousands of 
years, if not millions, have elapsed since there 
was enough of air and moisture on the sur- 
face of the moon to stimulate effort. It may 
be noted, however, that with a scarcity of 
those ‘‘ elements” the processes of disintegra- 
tion must be much less rapid than are those 
within the range of human experience. 

A still more interesting point is, however, 
raised by the question, ‘‘ What has become of 
the air and water that once made the moon 
habitable by beings like ourselves?” The 
answer that they have sunk beneath the sur- 
face carries with it the inference that the 
atmosphere and oceans of the earth are slow- 
ly going in the same way, and changing sub- 
lunary conditions towards the phase where 
organized existence will be a thing of the 
past. Itis not difficult to detect signs that 
there was once a time in the history of the 
earth when at least one-fiftieth part more 
water was on her surface than at present, 
and her atmosphere some 6 or 8 per cent 
heavier to the square inch than now. A con- 
tinuance of the proeess of retiring within the 
crist, at the ate indicated, would denude 
the earth so m during the next 30,000,000 
years as to wipe outall of the forms of life 
that we see ‘teday,‘and leave it a barren 
waste like the Desert of Sahara, without any 
oases to relieve the deathly monotony. How 
much wiser the human race will become be- 
tore its progress is stopped by the increasing 
deficiency of air and water is one of the 
problems that science carmot solve, 


HOW THE FIGHT WAS WON, 

The crowd in attendance upon the conven- 
tion yesterday was immense, eager, and en- 
thusiastic, for there was no business to occu- 
py its attention save the balloting, and thou- 
sands of pencils and tally-sheets at the hour 
of opening were ready for the record. On 
the first ballot Arthur, Blaine, Edmunds, 
Logan, Sherman, Hawley, Lincoln, and W. 
T. Sherman all received votes in the follow- 


| W. T. Sherman 2 from Michigan. 


The large votes for Blaine were 8 from Ar- 
kansas, 16 from California (solid), 18 from 
Indiana, 26 from Iowa (solid), 12 from Kan- 
sas, 12 from Maine (solid), 10 from Mary- 
land, 15 from Michigan, 8 from Nebraska, 9 
from New Jersey, 28 from New York, 21 
from Ohio, 47. from Pennsylvania, 18 from 
Texas, 12 from West Virginia (solid), and 
10 from Wisconsin. 

Arthur’s strength was in Alabama—1i7, 
Georgia 24, Kentucky 16, Louisiana 10, Mis- 
sissippi 17, Missouri 10, New York $1, 
North Carolina 19, South Carolina 17, Ten- 
nessee 16, Virginia 21. Of his 278 Votes the 
South gave him 195, or more than two-thirds 
of the whole, 

Edmunds was strong in Massachusetts, tak- 
ing 25 of her 28 votes, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Vermont, and Wisconsin giv- 
ing him 51 more. 

John Logan had 40 of Illinois’ 44 votes and 
10 votes in Missouri, the other 13 being scat- 
tering. Sherman got 12 yotes in New York 
and 25 in Ohio. Hawley had his own vote 
in Connecticut solid, and a single vote in 
Kansas. The announcement of the result 
was received with a round of applause for 
Blaine, and the delegates addressed them- 
selves to the second ballot. 

The tide was evidently setting Blaine- 
wards, Blaine received 349 votes and Ar- 
thur 276, a gain of 15 for Blaine and a loess 
of 2 for Arthur, Blaine gained 1 in Alabama, 
8 in Arkansas, 1 in Kansas, 2 in Louisiana, 2 
in Maryland, 2,:in Missouri, 1 in North Car- 
olina, 2 in Ohio, 1 in Wisconsin. The other 
candidates stood: Edmunds 93, Logan 63, 
Sherman 30, Hawley 13,. The individual poll 
of Illinois showed Woodward, Davis, and 
Wheeler as the three Blaine men, Abner 
Taylor for Arthur, and the remainder for 
Logan. 

There was another round of applange, and 
the convention proceeded to the third ballot 
with the tide running steadily toward Blaine, 
quietly but irresistibly. The total vote as 
between Arthur and Blaine was, Arthur 274, 
and Blaine 875, Blaine had gained 26 more 
votes and Arthur fell off 2. Blaine had gained 
2 in Kansas, 1 in Kentucky, 8 in Michigan, 
5 in Missouri, 2 in Nebraska, 2 in New 
Jersey, 1 in North Carolina, 2 in Ohio, 
3 in Pennsylyania, 1 in South Carolina, 


| 1 in Texas, 2. in Mahone’s Virginia delega- 


tion, 1 in Idaho. Blaine now lacked but thir- 
ty-six of a nomination, and the current 
was steadily forward.

It 
was the moving of the avalanche and every- 
thing was carried before it. Indiana gave 
her 80 votes solid to Blaine. Iowa sent in 
24. Kansas plumped her 18, Kentucky gave 
him 9, Louisiana 9, Maine her 12, Maryland 
15 of her 16 votes. Massachusetts stuck to 
Edmunds, but added 2 votes to the Blaine 
column. Michigan plumped her 26 and Min- 
nesota her 14 votes. Mississippi, wedded to 
Arthur, only contributed 2, but Missouri 
sent in a solid 32, Nebraska her 10, and Ne- 
vada her 6. In New Hampshire 3 were 
gained. New Jersey piled her vote up to 17. 
New York added 29 and North Carolina 8. 
Ohio withdrew Sherman and gave her 46 
votes solidly to Blaine, which brought him 
within 15 ofa majority. Oregon contributed 
6 of them, and then Pennsylvania with 51 
votes sent him past the limits, and James G. 
Blaine was nominated as the Republican can- 
didate for the Presidency amid the tumult- 
uous cheers and ringing applause of the 
vast audience. Illinois was in the forefront 
when the time came, and started the Great 
Commoner on his road to rapid victory. 


Svecestions for the better management 
of corporations are in order. It is widely 
recognized that one of the most powerful 
causes in producing the want of confidence 
which has so unsettled values on the Stock 
Exchange is the profound conviction that the 
sort of trustees one buys in purchasing 
stocks are dear at any price. A correspondent 
of the New York Evening Post renews a sug- 
gestion which has often been made before 
with regard to a means of enabling Directors 
and stockholders to obtain some other warrant 
of the correctness of the accounts of their 
companies than that which is furnished by 
the reports from the managers. This is accom- 
plished in England by calling in the services 
of an independent accountant or auditor. 
This expert takes the figures and state- 
ments of the: managers and examines 
them with a view to informing the 
owners of the property whether all is as rep- 
resented or not. To such an extent are the 
services of these auditors in request in En- 
gland that they constitute a distinct and well- 
recognized class. The profession is a large 
one, and as the livelihood of the members 
depends on their accuracy and faithfulness 
they do their work asa rule In a perfectly 
satisfactory manner. The most serious prac- 
tical objection that would be made against 
them in this country is, that there is danger 
that they might betray the secrets of the cor- 
porations that employed them. But experi- 
ence in England does not prove this danger 
to bea realone. The accountant is as safe 
a depository of. secrets as the attorney. ' The 
system has been introduced in this country 
by a few corporations. The people of all 
others who should be most anxious to see it 
generally adopted here are managers of our 
great corporations, They could in that way 
obtain relief from a part at least of their re- 
sponsibility that could not but be most grate- 
ful to them. 


The Plumed Knights. 

People have not forgotten the wonderful 
torch-light, Wide-Awake organizations that 
sprang up all over the North in 1860 to march, 
sing, and cheer for Old Abe. The enlistments 
swept into its ranks all the able-bodied young 
men of Republican proclivities north of Mason 
and Dixon’s line.

Indications that. East-Bound Freight

Here the Chancellor seated himself in an arm- 
chair beside a large table, on which was a 
silver jug containing beer, which he insisted 
on all hig guests drinking, pouring it out him- 
self, and also offering them cigars, regretting 
that the doctor's veto prevented him from 
smoking. 


The Chancellor adroitly avoided all attempts 
to draw him into political conversation, calling 
attention to his winter garden, in which he ex- 
pressed gréat satisfaction, because itis the 
only place in Berlin where he is uniisturbed 
and unmolested.
